"(730 ILCS 5/3-4-3) (from Ch. 38, par. 1003-4-3)

Sec. 3-4-3. Funds and Property of Persons Conm tt ed.

(a) The Departnent shall establish accounting records
Wi th accounts for each person who has or receives noney while
in an institution or facility of the Departnent and it shal
allow the withdrawal and di sbursenent of noney by the person
under rules and regul ations of the Departnment. Any interest
or other incone from noneys deposited with the Departnent by
a resident of the Juvenile Division in excess of $200 shal
accrue to the individual's account, or in balances up to $200
shall accrue to the Residents' Benefit Fund. For an
individual in an institution or facility of the Adult
Division the interest shall accrue to the Residents' Benefit
Fund. The Departnment shall disburse all noneys so held no
|ater than the person's final discharge fromthe Departnent.
Moneys in the account of a conmmtted person who files a

|l awsuit determned frivolous under Article XXII of the Code
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of Cvil Procedure shall be deducted to pay for the filing

fees and cost of the suit as provided in that Article. The

Department shall under rules and regulations record and
receipt all personal property not allowed to commtted
persons. The Departnment shall return such property to the

i ndividual no later than the person's rel ease on parole.

(b) Any nmoney held in accounts of commtted persons
separ at ed from the Departnent by death, discharge, or
unaut hori zed absence and unclained for a period of 1 vyear
thereafter by the person or his |egal representative shall be
transmtted to the State Treasurer who shall deposit it into
the General Revenue Fund. Articles of personal property of
persons so separated may be sold or used by the Departnent if
unclaimed for a period of 1 vyear for the sanme purpose.
Clothing, if wunclaimed within 30 days, my be wused or

di sposed of as determ ned by the Departnent.

(c) Ten percent of the profits on sales from conm ssary
stores shall be expended by the Departnent for the special
benefit of commtted persons which shall include but not be
limted to the advancenent of inmate payrolls, for the
special benefit of enployees, and for the advancenent or
rei mbursenment of enployee travel, provided that anounts
expended for enpl oyees shall not exceed the anmount of profits
derived fromsal es nade to enpl oyees by such comm ssaries, as

determ ned by the Departnent. Additional profits from sales

from comm ssary stores must be used to provide for the

operation of the conm ssary.

(d) The Departnment shall confiscate any unauthorized
currency found in the possession of a commtted person. The
Department shall transmit the confiscated currency to the
State Treasurer who shall deposit it into the General Revenue
Fund.
